Manchester ,N.Y., Aug. 25—Speed- 
ing eastward behind time, the Lehigh 
Valley passenger train, fan into a 
spread rail trestle near tere today 
and two day coacnee from:the mid- 
section of the train plunged down- 
ward forty feet striking the east em- 
bankment like a pair of projectiles, 
In the awful plunge and crash at least 
37 persons are tonight believed to 
have been killed and more than 60 in- 
jured. The injuries of several are so 
Serious that it is fUared they will die. 
The wreck was the worst in the his- 
tory of the Lehigh Valley line in this 
state and oné of whe nicest Gisastrous 
ever recorded on the system, 

Crowded With passengers many of 
whom were war veterans and excur- 
Sionists fromthe G, A. R. encamp- 
ment at Rochester the train made up 
of fourteen cars and drawn. by two 
big Mogul ilecomotives was forty min- 
utes late, when it reached Rochester 
Junction and trom there sped east- 
ward to make up time before reach- 
ing Geneva, 

The engines and two day coaches 
had just passed the center of a 400- 
foot trestle over Canadaigua outlet, 
160 yards east of the station at Man- 
chester, at 12130 when the Pullman 
car “Austin,” the third of the 
train, Jeft the rails, It» dragged 
dining car with it and two day 
coaches. and two Fullman’s followed. 
All bumped over the ties a short dis- 
tance when the coupling between the 
day coaches and the rear end of the 
dining car broke, 

Two Cars Escaped, 

The forward end of the train drag- 
ged the derailed Pullman and the 
diner over safely atter which both 
plunged down the embankment and 
rolled over, The free end. 6. an ill- 
fated Lehigh Valley day coach in 
which most of the victims were riding 
shoved out over the gulf and follow- 
ed by a Grand Trunk day coach, strip- 
bed the rear guard off the south side 
of the Ltrestle, and plunged to. the 
shallow riverbed more than forty feet 
below. Hoth cars were filled with

mean increased cost of living. It is clear 
that Colonial Preference can only be car- 
ried out by imposing duties on wheat, 
meat, and dairy produce, which we im- 
port from Scandinavia, Russia, the Ar- 
gentine and the United States, because 
these are the only articles which we im- 
port from the colonies. yet 

“It is time the Tories faced the facts. 
The nine-tenths of our laboring classes, in 
towns or in manufacture, will not run 
the risk—to put it no higher—of dearer 
food in order to benefit the farmers of 
Canada and Australia. The present atti-
